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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
Farris et al. (U.S. Patent Number 6,029,064). 

As to claims 1 and 4, Farris discloses the method and apparatus for using in a 
mobile audio program selection system includes a radio frequency based information 
distribution system having mobile users. The distribution system includes a mobile 
switching office selectively connecting the mobile users of the information distribution 
system, and information service providers. At least one of the information service 
providers receives user selection signal inputs received by the mobile switching office, 
and transmits user selected information to the mobile switching office. In addition, the 
distribution system includes at least one mobile terminal. The mobile terminal includes a 
receiver receiving the user selected information from the at least one of the information 
service providers via the mobile switching office (abstract). Farris further discloses the 
request means for requesting a predetermined opposite party to transmit desired 
information and the storage means for storing information transmitted in response to 
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request from said transmission request and output means for outputting said information 
stored in said storage means at an arbitrary time (columns 3-6, claims 1-2). 

As to claims 2 and 5, Farris further discloses the information transmitted from 
said opposite party is audio data (abstract, columns 3-5, claim 1). 

As to claims 3 and 6, Farris further discloses the storage means is structured so 
as to be attachable and detachable (columns 3-5, specifically lines 5-9 of column 4).
